SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Scliool  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fremont: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report.  Your  consid- 
eration is  respectfull}^  asked.   Notice  the  tables  which  follow. 

Peesonnel 

For  the  fourth  successive  5''ear,  you  have  not  changed  teach- 
ers. The  continuous  service  which  3^our  staff  has  given  you 
indicates  much  in  the  way  of  their  loyalty  to  you  and  your 
children  as  Avell  as  your  appreciation.  Continuity  of  training 
remains  unbroken  with  a  resulting  continuity  of  progress  on 
the  part  of  your  pupils.  In  some  systems  teachers  advance 
from  grade  to  grade  with  their  pupils.  The  plan  has  much 
merit  but  is  unnecessary  in  your  system  as  the  same  aim  is 
accomplished  already.

The  progress  of  your  pupils  is  well  illustrated  by  the  fol- 
lowing results  taken  from  the  May^  1934  tests:

The  results  are  on  the  whole  pleasing  and  reflect  sound  and 
effective  teaching.  One  grade  now  in  school  presents  a  major 
problem  for  the  teachers  to  correct  during  the  present  year. 
To  eliminate  those  below  grade  is  our  special  duty  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  trend  of  present-day  education  is  to 
avoid  the  so-called  failures  by  adjusting  the  work  to  fit  in- 
dividual needs  and  capacities.  That  is  exactly  what  we  would 
like  to  accomplish. 

Costs 

Below  you  will  note  a  comparison  of  elementary  school 
costs  for  each  of  the  districts  in  this  Union.  A  comparison 
of  last  year's  net  costs  with  those  of  the  year  before  indicates 
just  how  much  of  a  reduction  has  been  accomplished.  In 
3'our  case  the  decrease  is  rather  marked,  due  somewhat  to  a 
slightly  greater  stable  enrollment  but  more  largely  to  a  desire 
to  keep  costs  doAvn  in  accordance  with  the  trends  of  the  times. 
The  value  of  State  Aid  to  you  is  well  illustrated  by  an  exam- 
ination of  the  following  statistics.

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rather  impossible  to  repair.  A  larger  woodshed  and  better 
toilet  facilities  at  the  South  Side  School  are  projected.  Two 
other  schools  should  be  painted  soon.
